The 2005 UNO hockey team was hit 
hard by the departure of star goaltender 
Chris Holt. 

_ Not just because. the soon-to-be junior 
left early for the National Hockey League, 
but he also vacated the team at a crucial time 
heading into the season. 

The New York Rangers, who was the 
same team that drafted Holt in the sixth 
round of the 2003 NHL draft, signed the 
former Maverick to a three-year deal a week 
ago. No financial terms of the deal has been 


released because of the NHL club policy. But 
before revealing to the public that he was 
leaving, the South Surrey, British Columbia 
native was preparing for UNO’s upcoming 
season with a loaded Maverick hockey 
team. 

“The Rangers flew me out to New York 
on the sixth of August where I played well 
for them,” Holt said. “They offered me a 
contract, but I turned them down twice 
because I knew about the great opportunity 
the UNO hockey team had for the 2005 
season. 

“After the Rangers offered me more 
money, my family got involved and thought 


it was in my best interest to leave, so I altered 
my decision.” 

The absence of Holthas left the Mavericks 
with a young and inexperienced set of 
goaltenders. Sophomore Eric Aarnio and 
incoming freshman walk-on Jerad Kaufman 
combined for three starts in 2004. Coach 
Mike Kemp and his coaching staff have been 
searching carefully for a goaltender to join 
the team and only have a slim amount of 
time to find a player before the season starts. 

“Losing a goaltender in hockey is like 
losing your starting quarterback in football,” 
Kemp said. “His absence will have an impact 
on this team because we invested two

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Most students 
don’t notice 
tuition increase

In June, the Gateway 
reported of the University of 
Nebraska Regents approving 
a 5 percent tuition increase for 
the 2005-2006 academic year. 

NU President James 
Miliken, who proposed the 
increase, said in June, “I 
think that a reasonable tuition 
increase of 5 percent will make 
progress towards achieving 
the goals of affordable, 
high-quality education for 
Nebraskans.” 

While this most recent 
tuition increase is the lowest 
increase of the past seven 
years (compared to 15 percent 
during the 2002-2003 and 
2003-2004 academic years), 


| the 5 percent increase means 


that students are paying an 
additional $100 a semester for 


| 12 credit hours.

But it looks as if tuition 
increase was so low that most 
UNO students didn’t notice. 

Sophomore Mary Jo Potter 
said, “I didn’t really notice. 
The difference isn’t really 
too big, because my student 
loans are all the same—so I’m 
paying the same.” 

Jordan Wyman, a 
freshman who transferred to 
UNO during the spring 2005

Her first day of class, professor 
Meredith Bacon slowly strides down 
the aisle of the lecture hall classroom. 
She stands tall, carrying her case full of 
overhead documents and syllabi. The 
room, filled with more than 30 students, 
is buzzing about 
their summer, 
their weekend and 
what’s new, what’s 
hot and _ what’s 
happening. 

The buzzing 
calms a little. A 
few glances are 
exchanged. A 
few eyebrows 
are raised. Some 
students stopped 
their conversations 
altogether. 

A majority 
of the students 
continued to talk 
and giggle, already 
aware that their professor had last 
semester been perceived as a man while 
this semester she was, and forever will 
be, perceived as a woman. Professor 
Meredith Bacon, previously Wally 
Bacon, is transgender. 

Bacon hands out the syllabi for 
International Relations and _ calls 
attention to the overhead projector. 

“I hope you’re all reading the 
syllabus, because that’s where we’re 
going to start this morning,” Bacon said. 
Although she had. been. worried about. 
projecting her new, more feminine voice, 
students in the back of the class are still 
able to hear her. 

“University students are expected 
to be mature and responsible,” she said, 
as she’s going over the syllabus. And 
they are. Most of them.

After class, as students begin to file 
out of the hall, a couple of young men 
joke and toss around comments about 
their professor’s change. Other new 
students were more accepting. 

Sharon Ulmar, assistant to the 
chancellor for diversity and equal 
opportunity, said that since Bacon has 
come out with her transition, other 
students have been contacting 
the office and describing 
similar issues. 

“We are inclusive of all 
people,” Ulmar said. “We 
are aware of the needs of the 
whole campus. Dr. Bacon is 
not the only person involved 
with this.” 

Being aware of the needs 
means making a few changes. 
There is now a dual gender 
bathroom on the fourth floor 
of the Arts and Sciences 
building, and two dual 
gender bathrooms near the 
north doors of the Milo Bail 
Student Center. 

“We're out there. 
proactive,” Ulmar said. 

They have not yet addressed 
locker room issues in HPER and have 
not looked at the bathrooms in other 
buildings, but will as the semester 
progresses, Ulmar said. 

Bacon is glad that these changes are 
being made, and looks forward to seeing 
more. And her first two days of classes 
were great, she said. The students have 
been pretty accepting. 

Lindsey Olsen, a student in Bacon’s 
International Relations class was told 
-in advance by her adviser that her 


professor i is transgender. 
“T think it’s her decision,” Olsen 


said. “As long as she’s a great teacher 
and knows what she’s doing, I'll be 
fine.”

_ Gateway: What originally made 
you want to get into teaching?

Since the focus 
of graduate programs 
in the humanities is 
no different from that 
of other disciplines— 
mastering a field of 
study and contributing 
to the knowledge base of 
that field (and with little 
attention being paid to 
mastering _ pedagogical 
skills needed for a 
teaching career)—the 
idea of becoming a 
scholar was first and 
foremost in our minds. 
In a sense, I got into 
teaching because it was 
an integral part of the life 
I wanted to live. 


Gateway: In your 
opinion, what qualities 
make an_ exceptional 


Conces: I believe each professor has his 
or her own model of the exceptional teacher. 


My model includes the following qualities: 


knowledgeable of one’s discipline and relevant 
ancillary disciplines, able to communicate 
ideas in a clear and concise manner, tolerant 
of new ideas and ways of doing things, open 
to changing ones views in the face of evidence 
and a good argument, possesses a “thick skin” 
in the classroom, personable, honest, willing 
to give one’s time and energy outside the 
classroom to students who need the attention, 
humility, and willing to mentor students. An 
exceptional teacher acknowledges that he or 
she is also a student until their last breadth. 


Gateway: Can you describe the last 


time a student told you that he or she was 
influenced by one of your classes? 


Conces: | have a former student who 
took several courses from me and who is 
now a graduate student in CPACS. Every 
time we chat on the phone or in person, he 
continually cites my critical reasoning course 
as being the catalyst for how he has changed 
his approach to reading and writing. Evidence 
and argumentation are more important for 
him now. I also try to get students to “think 
outside their own box” and to approach what 
they read and hear with a critical and skeptical 
eye. He has appreciated this approach. 


Gateway: What's the biggest problem 
you have when it comes to teaching? 


Conces: My biggest problem in teaching 
iS to give wide latitude to discussion while 
covering the material allotted for the day. There 
is a fine line between the two. 


Gateway: If you could change one thi 
about UNO, what would it be? 


ma 


Conces: One change would be to give 
students an opportunity to satisfy their 


language requiremen by learning languages 
like Mandarin Chinese> Arabic, Dari, and 


Serbo-Croatian. I believe it is very important 


for students and non-students alike to become 
exposed. to other cultures, and that includes 
languages. I try to do this in my ctitical 
reasoning course. 

On the first day, I read a short passage 
from Keith Buchanan's book, Out of Asia, a 
book that I was lucky enough to find in a book 
store in Galway, Ireland. It reads as follows: 
“only when we begin to expose ourselves to 
the irradiation of these other culture-worlds, 
will we ourselves begin to emerge as full 
human beings.” 3 

Gateway: What draws 
philosophy? —__- 


you to 


Conces: What draws me to philosophy 
is how philosophy is so important for 
humanity. I subscribe to the same view of 
philosophy as Isaiah Berlin: philosophy deals 
with perspectives or cognitive frameworks. It 
explores the ways in which items of experience 


are viewed. It is an attempt to uncover hidden 


categories in terms of which we think, to 
determine what lacks clarity or is contradictory 
in these categories, and to analyze and 
understand any conflicts between them. 
Given that these perspectives and 
categories profoundly impact how we live 
in the world, a world full of people who 
possess different and conflicting perspectives 
and categories, it is important for human 


beings to acquire a better understanding of 


these differences in order to search for ways 
to alleviate conflict in the world. This is what 
draws me to philosophy. 


Gateway: What originally prompted 
you to get involved in third-world country 
issues? 


Conces: What prompted me to get 
involved in issues dealing with the third- 
world and. post-conflict environments (like 
Bosnia and Kosovo) is an interest in conflicts, 
including armed conflicts, which are linked to 
perspectives and categories to some degree, 
to the very sorts of items that are dealt with 
in philosophy. My interest in such “out of the 
way” places was solidified by my experience 
as a Fulbright Scholar at the University of 
Sarajevo in 2001. Teaching applied philosophy 
to third- and fourth-year students, as well 


as exploring the connectedness between 


philosophy and country-building in the 
Balkans were unforgettable experiences. - 


Gateway: Who is your favorite 
philosopher and why? 


Conces: There are many philosophers that 
haveinfluencedme.Perhapsthosephilosophers 
who haveinsome way understood philosophy 
as dealing with perspectives and categories, 
that have acknowledged that philosophy 
need not be marginalized as a “theoretical” 
discipline divorced from the world that we live 
in, have influenced me the most. Philosophers 
like John Dewey, Isaiah Berlin, Peter Singer, 
and Norwood Russell Hanson are a few.

sarcastic tone of writing that can be imagined 


coming out of the mouths of one of his onscreen 
characters. This voice is responsible for sketches 
like Campbell attempting to outmaneuver a 
security guard in which Campbell wrote: “It 
would be a race between my door opening 
skills (mediocre) and Lanny’s police brutality 
training (unknown but possibly extensive).” 

When fans attend the book signing to 
hear Campbell's voice out loud they can 
expect to be spared the usual monotony that 
accompanies such events. During the 2002 
tour he placed prank phone calls to friends of 
audience members, and also discussed what at 
the time was an upcoming project called Bubba 
Ho-Tep—the movie where he played a geriatric 
Elvis fighting a soul-sucking mummy that's 
invading his retirement home. 

This time around Campbell is likely to 
discuss Man with the Screaming Brain the first 
feature film he’s written and directed, and that _ 
he also stars in. In other cities, limited viewings 
of the movie have been arranged on the big- 
screen to coincide with Campbell's book 
signings. However, no such event is listed for 
Omaha at Campbell’s Web site: www.bruce- 
campbell.com. 

For eager Omaha area fans that can’t wait 
for the DVD-version to come out to see the 
story, Campbell has also penned a four-part 
comic book of the same name now available 
from Dark Horse Comics. 

There’s also good news regarding the 
novel for all of those students out there who 
aren't trying to meet their reading quota this 
early in the semester. Campbell said that Make 
Love the Bruce Campbell Way will be released in - 
another form on Sept. 27. 

“Folks can find a special six CD set of the 
book, acted out like a radio play, with sound 
effect, etc. You've read the book.

non-conference play in 2004 and have 
four non-conference games scheduled 
this season, with three home games 
against Northwest Missouri State, Central 
Washington and Oklahoma Panhandle 
State and one road game at Nebraska- 
Kearney. 

“We finished 8-3 last season, and if we 
didn’t play one of those non-conference 
games, we would’ve finished 8-2 and 
earned a spot in the playoffs,” Behrns said. 

The 25-year veteran coach knows that 
games aren’t played on paper and opening 
up the season on the road against an in-state 
rival is never easy. The Mavericks travel 
down to Foster Field Saturday night to 
Play Nebraska-Kearney. Both teams know 
each other very well, clashing 32 times in 
the past and having played annually since 
1982, with the winner owning possession 
rights of the victory bell. UNO leads the 
Series 24-8 against UNK, with a 19-4 record 
Over the past 23 years, including seven 
consecutive victories at Foster Field. 

_ Unlike the Mavericks, who are favored 
to win the North Central Conference this 


Season, the Lopers were picked to finish | 


fourth in the Rocky Mountain Athletic 


Conference according to the RMAC 
preseason coaches poll. : 

“We can’t. think about winning the 
North Central Conference championship 
right now, we got to think about what we 
need to do to get ready to beat Kearney,” 
Behrns said. “This is going to be a very big 
game for us and a conference championship 
isn’t going to do this team any good if we 
get beat by Kearney.” 

Darrell Morris is in his sixth season 
as head coach of the Lopers and has 
posted a 34-18 record at UNK, but his 
team is coming off back-to-back five win 
seasons. The Lopers return 14 starters from 
the 2004 team that averaged 27.1. points 
per game, but allowed 28.1 points per 


game on defense. Five of the 14 returning 


starters earned All-RMAC honors in 2004, 
including wide receiver Richi Ross, right 
tackle James Poynter, defensive lineman 
Danny Ostransky, cornerback Byrone Bell 
and kicker / punter Jessup Pfeifer. 

After UNO manhandled UNK 62-21 
last season, which was the most points 
scored on the team during the past four 
seasons, the Lopers’ players and coaching 
staff were left scratching their heads. But 
several factors played a key role in UNO‘s 
2004 victory. The Mavericks rushing attack 
controlled the entire game and racked up 
278 yards on the ground while the UNO 
defense held the Lopers’ backfield to just 
40 rushing yards. The Mavericks nearly 
doubled the Lopers in total offense, piling 
up 423 yards and limiting UNK to 274. 
UNO even got a little help from a record 
crowd at Canigla field, with 13,000 fans in 
attendance that cheered the Mavericks on. 

The Lopers will have a shot at 
redemption in Saturday night’s game, 
with a chance to put a halt to UNO’s 
seven-game win streak at Foster Field. The 


Lopers will be going up against a young 


and inexperienced Maverick secondary. 
UNO’s defensive backs will have their 
hands full trying to contain Ross, who 
caught 61 passes for 898 yards and 10 
touchdowns in 2004. 
“IT feel good about our player 


development at safety, but the corner 
position I think is yet to be told,” Behrns 
said. “Kearney throws the ball 50 to 60 
times a game, so we're going to face the 
pass quite a bit and we'll have to be better 
back there than we were a year ago.” 

The Maverick defense get a huge break 
from the Lopers passing attack, because 
none of UNK’s returning quarterbacks 
threw for over 400 yards last season. Fifth- 
year seniors Casey Samuelson and Marcus 
Goldstein combined for 645 passing yards, 
seven touchdowns and five interceptions 
for UNK in 2004. The Lopers were forced 
to go through four different quarterbacks 
last year because injuries plagued the 
players at that position throughout. the 
season. But the Mavericks’ head signal- 
caller, Brian Masek, seems to have his best 
performances whenever he steps on the 
field against the Loper’s defense. The 5- 
foot-11, 195-pounder completed 57 percent 
of his passes for 354 yards, five touchdowns, 
with two interceptions and also added two 
rushing scores in UNO’s last two games 
against UNK combined. UNO’s running 
back Jamar Day and wide receiver Chris 
Denney also scored a touchdown in the 2004 
game and the Maverick defense returned 
two interceptions for touchdowns. 

This season UNK will be without 
1,000-yard rusher Mike Miller, which 
is another plus for the UNO defense. If 
Saturday night’s game comes down to 
special teams, the heat can possibly be on 
the Mavericks because Pfeifer will handle 
the kicks and punts for the Lopers. The 
junior from Northglenn, Colo., was named 
to Lindy’s preseason All-American list and 
averaged 39.7 yards per punt in 2004, 
landing 13 inside the 20 and made 30 out 
of 38 career field goals. The UNO-UNK 
game will show the Mavericks how far 
they’ve come from last season and will 
determine how the rest of the 2005 season 
will play out. Saturday night’s game is 
scheduled for 6 p.m. and will be televised 
by Nebraska Educational Television on 
NET1 and broadcasted by radio station 
KOIL, 1020 AM.

Thanks to the termination of the NHL 
lockout, the withdrawal of several top 
college hockey players, such as Holt, has 
been the trend heading into the fall. League 
teams have signed several young athletes, 
preventing them from becoming free agents 
with the new NHL Players Association 
Collective Bargaining Agreement. Being 
put in drastic situations where coaches 
have to replace players who leave early for 
the pros is nothing new to Kemp, who has 
been in the hockey business for 30 years. 

“It's just a part of doing business 
today in the college game,” Kemp said. 
“Professional teams don’t take into 
consideration our element with the players 
and when they want to pick up a player 
they are just going to go ahead and do it.” 

With the way Holt left the UNO team 
and the timely matter he did it in, some 
would think that his former teammates 
would feel a bit betrayed by the departure. 

“There is no animosity, everyone is 
supportive,” Holt said. “It was hard to 
leave them because I love all the guys there, 
but this was an opportunity I couldn’t pass 
up.” , 

The 20-year-old left UNO with a 24- 
31 career record over 64 games, with a 
3.04 goals against average and a .902 save 
percentage. He also ranks second on the 
all-time wins list at UNO, behind former 
Maverick Dan Ellis. Holt hopes to get. a 
chance at making an immediate impact 
for the Rangers, especially with the team’s 
empty roster at the goaltending position, 
due to the NHL lockout. School will not 


be the main focus in Holt’s near future 


as he plans on putting all his time and 
effort getting in shape and learning the pro 
league play, which is quicker, crisper and 
fewer mistakes made by players.
